Bryan to ten d er to the p resident his 
resignation as m inister to Greece and 
Montenegro. 
He says the reason for 
h is resignation is th at he cannot com­ 
m ent upon th e situation in A lbania 
as he would like un der the re stra in t 
im posed 
by his diplom atic position 
and th a t he does not feel th a t he 
conscientiously can keep silent with 
the knowledge which he has of w hat 
is being done. 
He says th a t he considers th e suc­ 
cess of the president m ore im portant 
to the world than all of th e efforts of 
o th e r m en and does not wish to em ­ 
b arrass 
him 
and 
w ishes 
to 
thank 
him for the consideration which has 
been shown him .” 


Brief Career as Diplomat. 


P residen t W ilson is expected to ac­ 
cept th e resignation and close the 
brief and extraordinary career of Mr 
W illiams as a diplomat. 
Aroused over press dispatches quot­ 
ing the m inister as bitterly criticis­ 
ing conditions in the new kingdom of 
A lbania and arraigning th e responsi­ 
ble European pow ers th e president 
caused ills resignation to be asked 
for by cable last F riday night. 
It is 
understood, however, th a t Mr. W ill­ 
iam s. 
foreseeing 
the 
inevitable, 
a1 
ready had the resignation on the way 
to W ashington. 
This case is said to be w ithout 
preceden t in the history of the state 
d epartm ent. 
O ther 
m inisters 
have 
gotten into trouble through too free 
criticism s of the conditions existing 
In the countries to which they were 
accredited, but it is not recalled th a t 
an A m erican diplomatic 
re p re se n ta ­ 
tive ever before has gone outside of 
his post to discuss the affairs of an ­ 
o th er country, 
Mr. VVilliams, who was a m em ber 
Of congress years ago, is a law yer 
and was appointed to the diplomatic 
service from M assachusetts. 
He is a 
close friend of S ecretary Bryan.

totally excluding Ulster.

son, th e U lster Unionist leader; Will­ 
iam O ’Brien and tw o or three o th er 
Irishm en could get together, it would 
be a b e tte r augury for som e p erm a­ 
nen t arra n g e m e n t than any other kind 
of a conference.

WABASH OPERATED AT LOSS

Deficit for Ten Months Ended April 
30 W as $1,500,000.

Louis, July 7.—The operation 
I of the W abash railroad for the ten 
m o nth s ended April 30, 1914, resulted 
in a deficit of $1,500,000, according to 
a rep o rt of E. B. Pryor, receiver, filed

Aroused over press dispatches quot­ 
ing the minister as bitterly criticis­ 
ing conditions in the new kingdom of 
Albania and arraigning the responsi­ 
ble European powers the president 
caused Ills resignation to be asked 
for by cable last Friday night. 
It is 
understood, however, that Mr. Will­ 
iams. foreseeing the inevitable, al­ 
ready had the resignation on the way 
to Washington.
